system. 

Far from being a paradox, this may 
be the practical sulution t a problem 
now disturbing parks departmenet 
experts. They are fooking to the years 
ehead and an inevitable development — 
a horde of visitors from this province 
and other parts of the continent, who will 
be seeking recreation fer from the 
beaten path. 

That projected traffic will, in itself, 
create a beaten path in the wilderness. 
Hence the blacktop suggestion to pre- 
serve it, 


Delicate Beauty 
“A lot of our wildemess ie alpine,”

public, we have to provide a means of 
it visually in“a way that is comfortable 
and convenierit.

journey to a particular destination. 
Less developed are the larger areas, 
leading to the natural wilderness where 
only the experts, or post-graduates, of 


camping should go — partly because use- 


of the wilderness requires some survival 
knowledge and more knowledge on how 
to help the wilderness to survive. But 
more and more people are showing 
greater confidence in their ability w 
venture further from the roadside park. 

The increasing popularity of this form 
of recreation presents partict#ar prob- 


‘lems for the parks branch. Parks are for 


people to enjoy. They are also intended 
to preserve for posterity some of the 
country in unspoiled grandeur and 
beauty. When the traffic becomes heavy, 
some of that beauty is threatened and 
the isolation of the wild country, the 
maintenance of its charm for the person 
who wants “to get away from ft all," 
diminishes, 


‘Roadside’ Development 


The trend for the immediate future 
leans to further development of the 
“roadside” areas — places like Mirecle 
Beach emd Cultus Lake, where the 
inexperienced should have little difficulty 
in enjoying a “naturalistic” environmeat 
without foregoing such amenities as 
prepared camping sites, fireplaces, bath-

In some, the 
charge rises after the third night to $2 
and the limit of Hi nights is still 
maintained. The returns, by current 
estimate, may yield about 10 per cent of 
the total parks’ budget.

In addition, manufacturers have 
recognized the market provided by the 
amateur camper and sel] him anything 
from a self-contained stove to an 
expensive piece of roRing stock.

The University gf Toronto's 
senior neurologist, Dr. J. Clif- 


ford Richardson, has a favor-

Was Hopeless 


It strikes children or adults 
and the outhook, until 20 years 
ago, was utterly hopeless.

At that time; a group of 
medical scientists im Britain 
were looking fora possible 
connection between ‘copper 
end multiple sclerosis. Many

is that, in their search for the 
causes and cures of ‘many 
diseases, including Par kin- 
sonism, it is essential to 
maintain a completely open 
mind. 

Drugs may help sometimes. 
At others; surgical interven- 
tion mexy bring relief. Yet the 
cause and the ideal remedy 
may in each cast lie in 
completely different dire c- 
tions. 

It’s for this reason that, in 
the University of Toronto’s 
Faculty of Medicine and in 
the affiiated teaching _hospi- 
tals, diversity of approach is 
the order of the day and is 
nowhere more in evidence 
than in dealing. with the 
nervous system. 

Thus, in the Banting Insti- 
tute, neurosurgeons led by Dr. 
Ronald Tasker, assistant pro- 
fessor of surgery, are ~ using 
delicate home-made gauges at 
the end of long needles. to 
probe and map new frontiers 
in the brain. 

In the Best Institute, next 
door on College Street, a 
group of research fellows 
working under the supervision 
of Dr. J. W. Scott, professor 
of physiology, has employed 
delicate mechanical ins tr u- 
ments and electronic circuitry 
to measure muscle tone. 


Learned More 


In this way, they have 
learned more about the 
tremors and rigidity that 
characterize nervous condi- 
tions like Parkinson's Disease, 
long a special subject of study 
by the University. 

Dr. Scott and Dr. Donald 
Crapper, as neurophysiolo- 
gists, have been able to apply 
the know-how of their basic 
science laboratories to study 


techniques like electro- 
encephalography, they have 
developed such procedures as 
echoencephalography, This 
use of ultrasound for diagnos- 


ing intracranial haemorrhage 
and. tumours is a _ direct 
application of Somar sub- 
marine detection methods. 


Hlectronic measurement of 


nerve conduction velocity, iso- ~ 
topic measurement of rate of _ 


blood flow in the brain and 
many other new procedures 
are now developing as practi- 
cal ‘clinical products of the 
meurdscience laboratory. 

“The human brain,” points 
out Dr. Scott, “is an organ 
that fills the skull. Its surface 
is wrinkled and grey in colour 
and reminiscent of cold por- 
ridge. Spreading out over its 
surface are blood vessels 
which branch to supply all its 
parts. If to the unskilled eye 
the contents look disorganized 
and more like something out 
of an electric mixer, the 
impression is a completely 


erroneous one. 


Precise Fashion 


“There are some 13 billion 
different cells in the human 
brain and all are arranged in 
@ very precise fashion. The 
largest is only about one- 
thousandth part of one ‘inch in 
diameter but its treelike 
branching fibres may extend 
for two feet. However, most 
of them are much smaller, 
and often do not exceed one- 
quarter of one inch in length. 

“All are intertinked in a 
way that makes the most 
complicated man-made elec- 
tronic circuitry seem quite 
naive and elementary _ by. 
comparison, While the ‘main 
trunk’ lines through the brain 
end the branch lines to. the 
periphery can be distingu- 
ished, the routing of most of 
the signals within the brain, 
and the way the ‘switchgear’ 
functions, are sti to a great 
extent unsolved mysteries.” 

What is known for sure is 
that ali these many cells need 
nutrients, to an even greater 
extent than cells elsewhere in 
the body.. They need oxygen

dementia.” 


Cause Known 


But these contingencies, 
some of which can .be 
remedied by medical or surgi- 
cal intervention, are among 
the simplest problems that 
occur in the brain, because 
their cause, at tesst, is 
known. Others defy any 
simple explanation. 

Take Parkinson’s’ Disease, 
for example, which is a slowly 
progressive organic affection 
of the nervous system that 
usually becomes apparent in 
the fifth or sixth decades of 
life. The first sign of. the 
disease is often the detection 
of stiffmess associated with a 
fine tremor in a hand or foot, 
which may _ siowly spread 
throughout the body until it 
affects all the limbs. Mean- 
while, the face becomes ex- 


-pressioniess, speech slow and 


measured, the head bowed, 
the body bent forward and the 
arms and hands flexed. 
Except in a few instances, 
the specific cause of Parkin- 


sonism is entirely unknown. 
The onset seems occasionally 
to be precipitated by an 
emotional crisis or a period of 
physical exhaustion but text- 
books say there is no reason 
to believe that this is more 
than a matter of pure coinci- 
dence. In all probability, these 
factors merely draw attention 
to. a previously unnoticed 
condition of insidious onset. 
It ras been known for more 
than 10 years that the Park- 
insonian tremor can be re- 
duced or halted. by destroying 
portions of a sugar cube-sized 
area of the brain known as 
the thalamus amd various 
means have been used to 
achieve this. 

Some surgeons use X-rays 
or other aids to help them 
introduce a metal tube con- 
taining a loop of wire that can 
be extruded from the end of 
the tube when it is in position.

Victim's 
Own Story 


YELLOWENIFE, — N. W. T. 
(CP). The royal commission 
on the status of women has 
received hundreds of briefs, 
many of them from provincial 
or national women's organiza- 
tions. But it also invites sub- 
missions from individuals. 

Here is what Mary Ann La- 
hache of Yellowknife had to 
say in a brief presented to the 
commission Thursday : | 

Dear Ma'am, 

I am writing about my 
problems.
